We feel Mr. Ladd, your Road 
Commissioner has done a fine job on the roads in town for the 
last year. 


It is interesting to note that the 96th Legislature revised some 
of the Highway Laws and Towns of $200,000 or more valuation 
will be reimbursed for snow removal to the extent of $65 per 
mile. 
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At a meeting of the State Highway Commission they approved 
the following accepted mileage for snow removal in Mount Ver- 
non. 


State Aid 17.55 miles; Town ways 32.40 miles.

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Report of Public Health Nursing Service 


FOR THE TOWN OF MT. VERNON 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1953 


It is gratifying to find that people have become increasingly 
health conscious during the last few years. Several factors have 
influenced this thinking such as educational programs by means 
of radio, news, magazines or group talks. Your Public Health 
Nurse participates in community activities and follow-up home 
’ visits in an effort to assist in the program of education, preven- 
tion and protection. An effort is made to guide people toward 
exercising the best possible health measures. Also, individuals 
are urged to seek medical attention for physical problems. The 
nurse assists at clinics in local communities and hospitals and 
acts as a liaison between them and the people. 


Two child health conferences were held and fourteen infants 
and preschool children were admitted. If these children, who 
were examined by the attending physician, manifested signs of 
defects the parents were instructed to consult their family doc- 
tor. Immunization clinics were held for the school children. Sev- 
eral home visits were made either to urge people to secure medi- 
cal care or to follow through suggestions made. 


Visits were made to the school and assistance was given to the 
teachers in working out health problems. Forty-seven hearing 
tests were given children from the fourth through the eighth 
- grade. In a few instances visits were made to parents regarding 
hearing defects and recommendations made to consult their 
physicians. 


Although, as we remarked above, people have become more 
health conscious, in view of the fact that science is always pro- 
gressing, considerable may be done in any community toward 
improving health standards and conditions. This requires an 
understanding of individual and community needs which tend to 
vary somewhat in every community. Your Public Health Nurse 
would like to suggest that one of our first acts in 1954 be to con- 
sider together what are the particular needs of your community.

Then, let us plan the kind of a health program which will most 
completely meet the need. It has been most gratifying to have 
worked with you this year.

COMMENTS 


in Connection with the Annual Audit 
1952 Fiscal Year 


During the 1952 fiscal year the financial condition of the Town 
of Mount Vernon was not improved. Large expenditures in the 
road and poor accounts reduced the surplus as shown by the 
Comparative Balance Sheet (Exhibit A) and the analysis of the 
change as shown by Exhibit E. It is suggested that careful con- 
sideration be given before further anticipation of State Aid Road 
Construction. ° 


The overdraft of $3,717.06 in State Aid No. 5 plus the 1951 
Town appropriation of $1,000.00 in that account indicated an 
over-expenditure on that road of $4,717.06, but this expenditure 
does not appear on State Highway Department records as having 
been made in anticipation of State Aid. In order to insure even- 
tual recovery of this overdraft, it has been suggested to the 
Selectmen that application be made to the State Highway Com- 
mission for that expenditure to be considered as having been 
made in anticipation of State Aid Funds. » 
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The records of the Collector were difficult to check and again 
required much checking of detail. Altho the differences noted 
were not large, the principal difficulty was in the arrangement. 
Unless accounts can be divided and the divisions checked sep- 
arately, the work can be very tedious. 


It is noted that the 1952 fiscal year was shorter than usual on 
account of early closing of the books. 


If it is desired to keep the balance carried forward in the honor 
roll account, it is suggested that it be deposited in a separate sav- 
ings account; if it is not desired to do so, it is suggested that the 
balance be carried to the surplus account. 


The auditor wishes to thank the Selectmen and the Collector 
and Treasurer for their courtesy and cooperation. 


A complete copy of this report is on file with the Selectmen for 
inspection of any interested voter or taxpayer.

The following is a report of white pine blister rust control 
work performed in your town in 1954. 


The program in the State of Maine is conducted by the 
U. S. Forest Service, Maine Forest Service, towns, cities 
and individuals cooperating. The disease was found in all 
pine areas visited, varying in intensity from light to heavy, 
depending on the number and location of nearby currant 
and gooseberry bushes, called ribes. The disease cannot 
spread from pine to pine, but spreads to the pines from 
the infected ribes located within infecting distance, usually 
under 900 feet. Control is established by destroying ribes 
growing within infecting distance of the trees and by pre- 
venting the establishment of new bushes. 


Our records show that Mt. Vernon has 2,784 acres of 
pine bearing lands, which necessitates the removal of ribes 
from 9,146 acres to obtain protection. 


The Town of Mt. Vernon made $400.00 available for 
this work in 1954, and during the control season 8,335 ribes 
were destroyed on 2,795 acres, at a cost of $928.57 (Town 
$399.75, State $399.75, Federal Government $129.07). 
There are 2,675 acres on maintenance that will need no fur- 
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ther control for an indefinite period. However, there re- 
mains approximately 6,000 acres of control area needing 
eradication work. As this work is conducted on a coopera- 
tive basis, we recommend that your town make funds avail- 
able for the 1955 work season.

There are numerous sources of information today re- 
garding protection and maintenance of health. Medical 
groups and health workers are constantly needing to ex- 
change ideas and to obtain the latest information available 
so that they may use them and provide the people of their 
communities with these resources. Rapidly changing trends 
provide a rare challenge to these groups. Yet these changes 
are always beneficial. 


The public health nursing service is offered to your town 
to provide information and nursing care and to direct your 
people for medical attention and facilities. In this program 
home visits, clinics, conferences, and school visits are made; 
all ages and all phases of health are included. 


Well child health conferences were held for children un- 
der school age this year. A physician was in attendance and 
examinations and immunizations were offered. Similar pro- 
tections were available to school children through the im- 
munization clinic. 


An immunization record is on file at the office of the 
health officer where you can get information regarding fur- 
ther protection. Audiometer hearing tests will be given to 
school children soon. 


The nurse wishes to take this opportunity to thank all 
members of the town who helped to make this program an 
enjoyable activity and a success.

COMMENTS 


At the close of the 1953 fiscal year, the financial condition 
of the Town had greatly improved. Overdrafts in the vari- 
ous accounts were small as noted in the analysis of change 
of surplus (Exhibit E). 


Adjustments were made in the State Aid Road accounts 
to agree with the State Highway Department Balances. It 
was necessary to drop the overdraft on State Aid Highway 
No. 5, as State approval had not been secured for the work, 
but this was more than compensated for by allowable over- 
drafts on State Aid Roads No. 2 and No. 38. 


The tax accounts were again exceedingly difficult to check. 
It seemed that much of the difficulty was caused by use of 
a commitment book not suited to the recording of partial 
payments. State approval was therefore secured for use of 
a new style book with sufficient space to record partial pay- 
ments. 


The Treasurer’s accounts were also difficult to check and 
it is therefore suggested that the Selectmen inspect the ac- 
counts quarterly as required by R. 8S. 1944 Chap. 80, Sec. 31. 
This inspection as a minimum would consist of seeing that 
the Treasurer’s cash book balance agreed with her check 
book balance plus her cash on hand. Any differences can 
then be accounted for. 


The differences in the Treasurer’s account at the time of 
the audit are noted in Schedule 1 and she agrees to settle 
for these. |

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COMMENTS 


TOWN OF MOUNT VERNON 
FEBRUARY 38, 1954 to FEBRUARY 2, 1955 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Mount 
Vernon has been completed for the municipal year ended 
February 2, 1955. The audit included an examination of 
the records maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, Tax 
‘ Collector, Treasurer, and Town Clerk. 


As a result of the audit, the following recommendations 
are submitted for the consideration of the Town officers. 


The Town Treasurer should reconcile her bank statement 
balance with her cash book balance at least monthly. 


A trial balance of the Selectmen’s ledger should be taken 
monthly. 


Tax liens must be recorded at the County Register of 
Deeds after ten days and within twenty days of mailing 
of notice to taxpayers. 


The Assessors must adequately describe properties as- 
sessed, or liens may be invalid. 


The Selectmen should consider the use of a transfer jour- 
nal in making transfers between accounts and in re- 
cording payroll deductions. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The result of the year’s operations revealed that available 
funds exceeded expenditures by $633.19. Unexpended 
balances and overdrafts are summarized as follows: 


Unexpended Balances $927.14 
Overdrafts 293.95 


Net Unexpended Balances $633.19 
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ASSETS 


The cash balance of $1,438.23 was reconciled with the 
bank statement furnished by the depository, and by exam- 
ination of depository receipts for verification of deposits 
made since closing. See Schedule A-1. 


Transactions affecting other assets were reviewed. Un- 
paid accounts were reconciled with the balances shown on 
the records of the Selectmen. 


It is felt that a great deal of additional work should be 
done to reduce the amount of taxes and tax liens outstand- 
ing, and to convert these assets to cash. 


LIABILITIES 


Accounts payable at the closing date consisted princi- 
pally of tax and tax lien payments received in error in the 
amount of $3.75 and $23.88 respectively. Detail is shown 
in Schedule A-6. 


Also included in the balance sheet is the amount of 
$300.00 stated as being due the school fund. It is recom- 
mended that this sum be paid to the school fund at the 
earliest practicable date. Holding this sum indefinitely in 
the general account is depriving the school building fund of 
interest and is presumably contrary to the vote of the Town. 


The Town’s notes were issued during the year in the 
amount of $4,300.00 to be used with appropriated funds for 
the purchase of a new fire truck. These notes are held by 
the Livermore Falls Trust Co., and mature at the rate of 
$2,150.00 annually on October 4, 1955 and 1956. Detail of 
notes payable is shown in Schedule A-8. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The examination of the departmental accounts revealed 
that the net unexpended balances carried forward to the en- 
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suing year totaled $850.20, an increase of $2,798.48 over 
the previous year. (Exhibit D). 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $2,821.72 at the 
year end, a net decrease of $3,650.86. This change was oc- 
casioned principally by the note issue in the amount of 
$4,300.00, less the excess of available funds over expendi- 
tures of $633.19. (Exhibit C). 


TRUST FUNDS 


The examination of Cemetery Trust Fund transactions 
revealed that earnings of the various funds totaled $42.04 
for the year, with no funds expended. Total available in- 
come at the year end was $376.39. 


Since only income from cemetery trust funds may be ex- 
pended, pass books were examined in an effort to separate 
income from the principal of each fund. A separation of 
these funds is recorded in Schedule A-9, but it was impos- 
sible to verify this breakdown from available records. 

The Jessie Gilman cemetery trust fund in the amount of 
590.00 was accepted by the townspeople at the annual Town 
Meeting. Deposit was duly made as evidenced by a pass 
book from the First National Granite Bank, Augusta, 
Maine. 

The Doctor Eugene Gilman fund is held in common trust 
by the New England Trust Co., Boston, Mass. Records 
available at the Town office indicate that the principal of 
this fund totals $8,996.74, with unexpended income at Feb- 
ruary 2 totaling $1,174.72. The income from this fund must 
be used to aid worthy poor of the Town of Mount Vernon. 

The Noah and Nellie E. Clough fund is held in trust by 
the First National Granite Bank, Augusta, Maine. Income 
from this fund for the fiscal year totaled $200.00, and was 
used for Town roads as required by the terms of the trust. 


CAPITAL RESERVE FUND 


The school building fund was set up as a capital reserve 
fund in the balance sheet. At the year end this fund totaled 
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$2,416.78, an increase of $531.84 as compared with the 
previous year. This increase is accounted for by an appro- 
priation of $500.00 at the annual Town Meeting and in- 
terest earned of $31.84. The sum of $300.00 is due this fund 
from the Town’s general fund. / 


GENERAL 


A list of town owned property totaling $27,369.00, previ- 
ously included in the balance sheet, has been omitted from 
the balance sheet this year in accordance with practices ap- 
proved by the State Department of Audit. This list is in- 
cluded in the audit as Schedule B-1. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Treasurer’s cash was counted at the audit date and 
records were checked to determine the accuracy of record- 
ing cash transactions. The system of internal control was 
reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash and other 
matters of financial concern. Available funds and expendi- 
tures were examined by methods and to the extent deemed 
necessary. Vouchers and cancelled checks substantiating 
expenditures for a selected period were examined. Trust 
fund transactions were reviewed. Bond coverage was 
examined and listed. Excise tax collections were verified by 
examination of the copies retained by the Collector. The 
balance sheet was set up on a basis considered to conform 
more nearly with the recommendations of the State De- 
partment of Audit and with good practice in municipal ac- 
counting. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the Town. Audit pro- 
cedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary in de- 
veloping these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position 
of the Town at February 2, 1955, and the result of its opera- 
tions for the year then ended.
